Jmpci-fect, but it is so -indefinite that, 
In ra-«y cvses. it is impossible to know- 
that a divorce js valid when granted. 
My purpose- Is to so change the law 
that it will be more difficult to obtain 
ajllvorce and to make the, law no clear 
that when a divorce has been obtained 
w* jmay know with rs*>»onable certain- 
ty that It is valid.

' My wish to have the act submitted to 
a vote of the people is based on my 
^Afierience in the str 
-• senate. A simi- 


lar hill was introduced by me In the 
't*t 3*~"lo& of-the. senate and- was de- 
feated. Th« element th*t defeated that 
Wit may be expected to always oppose, 
such a mst0ure, and no one can know 
how strong that element will be in the 
next seriate.

Causit For Divoroe. 


Section t Thla S&tibn states the

Longer Residence Provided. 


Section fi. rnder the piesent law a 
divorce may be granted in certain cases 
when the plaintiff has been in the state 
oflly a t*'w. days. As changed by this 
stchon. no divorce can be granted un- 
til the plaintiff ha* been a resident 
and clttsen of this atate. for one year, 
Section «. This section is practically 


the piesent law.

'Section 7. This Is a restatement of 


the substance of the present law. 
Section 8. This section declares that 
the people of the state of Colorado, 
(meaning the stateV have an interest 
in and a right to become a party to 
every action for divorce. This prlitcl* 
pi*, has been recognlted 
by 
a few- 
courts, but It has never been enacted | 
Into statutory law in this state. It i« 
based on the fact that marriage is riot 
a private'contract, J»o't It Is a status or 
condition 'thaVtne welfare of the state 
requires to be maintained and pro- 
tected, A private contract may be an- 
nulled or set aside or canceled at any 
time the parties to it agree to do BO. 
and Without any action In any court. 
But the fact is recognised In all civil- 
ised countries that the parties to a 
marriage can not set it aside by their 
own agreement; It requires a Judgment 
of a court to set it wide or annul it. 
The statutory recognition Of this right 
in the state 1« made »he hagls for the 
furthei1 provision in t%is section that 
an 'attorney must -be appointed to q>- 
fend an action for divorce when Jjhe 
defendant fails to defend it, and thus 
prevent d&orcM of divorce frotri "being 
granted in default of any defense.- 


Section |. The first part of this sec- 
tion fs much like the present law. It 
positively requires a Jury In all cases. 
while the present law in uncertain on 
that point. 
. 


Against "Quick Divorces." 


The last paragraph of tbe section is 


new and Is Intended to prevent the 
"get-a-dlvoroe-whlle-you-wait" ' prac- 
tice whjch is permitted in some of the 
courts of the state. Under the present 
law, 
a plaintiff may file her complaint 


one minute, the defendant may file his 
answer and consent to trial the next 
minute, and the 'caee may be heard 
and the decree granted within the. next 
few minutes. This was frequently done 
Hi, our' own courts until finally the 
JMgea arbitrarily refused to hear a di- 
vorce'case until 30 days after the com- 
ptalnt had be»n filed. The delay of SO 
days provided for by this paragraph 
wfll gfre a person time to- consider the 
step being taken. - 
Section 10. This section is entirely 


new. Its purpose Is to delay the grant- 
Ing of divorce., to decrease the number 
of divorces, and tn provide for the va- 
lidity of a remarriage of a person who 
has been divorced. I have already ejt- 
plained how- quickly a divorcr <-an be 
obtained under th« present law. and 
tfcat, under Section 0. a divorce case 
oould not be tried until SO days after

no divorce can be granted until 
the expiration of _ohe. year-from the. 
date of jthe trial, but no restriction 
is placed"On marriage after the dl- 
verce is ;grantedt*--Th|s delay of one 
year gives ample time for anger to 
cool and for tl» parties to carefully 
consider the future.

Section 11. This action covers collu- 


sion or ajjcement between "the parties 
to a divorce, action, and la, in sub- 
stance, the pr«s«nt-law. 


Section. 12. This section forbids any 
appeal frOtA one court to another, but 
.It provides for the review of a decree. 
of divorce by "the' ittpreme coilrt on a 
writ .of error. It requires the steps 
to procure such a review shall be tiki 
en promptly, so that the final deter- 
mination may- not be delayed. Section 
2* of Article « of the state constitu- 
tion provides that "writs of error shall 
Me from the supreme -court" to every, 
final judgment of the oounty court." 
It was necessary to keep within this 
constitutional provhnon, and this Sec- 
tion U of the proposed taw could not 
he written In the form much desired- 
Section IS. TbW giction provides for 


tbe repeal of any law that is in con- 
flict with Uvta pifop^-ed law. 


Would DaoJ«Bit Divorces. 


This Is the dratt-«T«* the proposed act 
and not necesstrlly its final foitn. It 
to open to correction^nd Improvement. 
Of course, it will not receive tbe sup- 
port of th~s who believe In "liberal' 
divorce- laws, because It is too strin- 
gent. It will not'receive the support 
of the divorce lawyer, because It will 
interfere with his business. In order 
to succeed. It must receive the support 
of those who think 'its terms are sat- 
isfactory, and.of those who think its 
terms are not stringent enough, and 
of those who think thatk no divoice, 
should be granted 'Or any cause. Ij 
should appeal' to all of those three 
cisvaes for .support, for it would b, 
a ».e«t improvement on the present 
law. It-will not prevent a divorce be- 
ing -granted 
for 
a 
valid 
cause. 
It will cause -ra delay tn procur- 
ing a divorce in any case. If 'Its pro; 
:jinrt is followid. a dlv«rce wlVl b« 
valid when aianted. Judges of courts 
have informed me-that, in their opiw, 
ions, such'a law will-cause a dacr«tae 
Of to to W per cint tn the number of 
divorces granted.
